without the harbor, to-cover the retreat. 

Under thefe orders they proceeded, 
immediately to the coaft of Tripoli, but 
owing to very hezvy gales of wind, that 
ufually prevail there in=the winter fea- 
fon, the enterprize could not be under- 
taken until the: 16th February, when 
lieut. Stewart having taken the belt pof 
‘ble pofition to ‘effect the object of his 
inftructions, lieut. Decatur at 7 o'clock 
in the night, entered the hardour of 
‘Fripoli, boarded and took poffefhon of 
the Philadelphia. 

The frigate atthe time fhe was board 
ed had all her guns mounted and charg 
ed, and lying within half gun fhot of the 
Bathaw’s cattle and of his principal bat- 
tery. Two Tripolitan cruilers were ly 
ing within two cables’ tength onthe 
‘tarpoard quarter, and feveral gun boats 
within half gun fhot of the ftarboard 
bow—and all the batteries on fhore were 
opened upon the afiuilamts ; about twen- 
ty men of the Philadelphia were killed, 
a large boat got off, and one man was 
made prifoner, 

After having. gained poffeflion of the 
frigate, lieutenant Decatur fet fireto her 
ftore rooms, gun room, cockpit and birth 
deck, and with a fiemnels highly honor.

On Saturday laft arrived the brig Com- 


modore Barry, capt. Mead from the Me- 
diterranean. Cupt. Mead. left Malta on 


{the 2gth Auguft for Marzala, in Sicily, 


to take in his cargo of wine; while 
there, he received an advice boat from 
our confal at Malta, containing difpat-. 
ches and letters from Tripoli for our ex- 
ecutive. Captain Mead left Mazala’on 
the 5th of September, and pafled Gib- 
r:ltar on the 22d, being che fed at that 
time by a veffe! which he took for a Tri- 
politan. The U.S. frigate John Adams 
arrived at Malta while capt. Mead lay 
chere, and {von after failed to join our 
fquadron off Tripoli. 

The following letters were received by 
the Commodore Barry 5 


Extra of a letter. from an officer of the 
squadron of the United States, off Tri- 
poli, dated Auguff 9, 1804. 
« I received your favor by the frigate 

John Adams, which arrived here yefter- 

day. à 
« The wants of the captives at Tri- 

peli have been liberally fupplied by com- 

modure Preble, who not long fince fent 
then, a veffel with clothing and a variety 
of other articles ; oll of which they have 
received, and fay they are amply fuppli- 
ed. Their Gruatien has been comforta- 
ble, as much fo as captivity will admit 
of, We have had two actions with the 
enemy. On the 31 ialt.they loft three 
gun boats; captured by ours under their 
oattery, and they fultained eonfideradle 
ofsof mn. Ono the-7thowe bombarded 
the town ror hive hours, when they mufi 
have fu'tained great damage. Our lofs 
in both was trifling, confidcring what 
we had to contend with. But | am for- 
iy to inform you of the lofs of Lieut. 
Caldwell, a brave, and excellent officer, 
who on the 7:h was blown up in his gun 
boat. The favorable effe& cheie two ac- 
tions have -had upon the -enémy is very 
vifib'e, and as a communication is to 
take place to morrow,there is great hopes 
that ‘Peace will be the confequence, 
when our unfortunate countrymen will:

feverely wounded. The lof of the ene- 
my was 150 killed and wounded, as we 
have been informed by a Maltefe captain, 
who was fent in with clothing for our 
prifoners.” 

Commedore Preble arrived here on 
the 23d ult. with the reit of his force, 
but on account of the weather we could 
not attempt any thing until the 24th ult. 
when we anchored in a line before Tri- 
poli, about 3 miles. from the barteries, 
where we had not been two hours before 
we were obiiged to pet under way, as 
the wind blew too freh on fhore, but 
this day it has moserated and we fiall be 
aple to take our ftation before the bat. 
teries. ’ 

The Tripolitans are much diftreffed at 
prefent as their crops have fuiled,and the 
vigilance of the block:ding fquadron has 
prevented their getting tupplies frem 
abroad. They have been fortifying 
themfelves at every point, and have re- 
moved every thing valuable from the 
town, and are making great exertions 
for its defence.”

Ihave alwwoys walked in the humble 
and private paths of life -I have never 
concerned myfelf with politics. nor par- 
tv: And this is the firt time that I have 
prefumed to meddle with public affairs. 
Lam duly fenfible that Ido not poffefs 
abilities fufbcient to do juftice to the fub- 
jeét, on which Iam about to write; nor 
to write fit ro be feen by the public eye; 
but of that fitnefs Í am not concerned, 
fo that I can but plainly (tate (through 
the medium of your paper, fhould you 
think proper to. give it publicity) the e- 
normous evils ptacticed under our infol- 
vent law—and, which is not only ad- 
dseffed to the confideration of the people 
at large, but it humbly craves the notice 
of the honourable affembly of Maryland, 
now in feffion; hoping that they may 
take up the fubjeét (if in their wifdom 
thought expedient) before another year’s 
baneful experience fhail more fully point 
out the dire neceffity. ae 

The grofs and flagrant abufe of the 
infolent law, loudly calls for redrefs. 


Without the prompt interpefiticn of the} 


Legiflature, the great and manifold evils 
arifing from the abufe of this law, will 
not only deftroy that neceffary credit 
that ought to exift between buyer and 
feller ; hut will become as a hot-bed, to 
produce the moft rapid growth of lazi- 
nefs, fraud and perjury! ! 
(as they conceive) even by the law itfelf, 
and emboldened from the too fuccefsful 
example of the molt worthlefs charac- 
ters. A man of enterprize was lately 
heard to fay, ‘that if the infolvent law 
was not repealed, nor altered the prefent 
f-ffion; that, as others were making a 
bufinefs (under this law) of getting in 
debt, in order to break—that he would 
do the fame; as conceiving it to be the 
fhorteft and ealieft way of making mo- 
ney.’ Lam not writing againit the real 
infolvent, bur againft thofe who pervert 
and fpeculate upon the infolvent law; 
fwindlers and defrauders, for the mof 
part, of the moft unfufpecting, innocent, 
and needy part of mankind: When fuch 
abufers of this well intended taw, fix on 
breaking, they pretend to be getting 
rich—ftudy out fome fpecious high- 
founding tale. Feign fome particular 
purpofe for borrowing al: the money 
they can (molt commonly from. theirt 
belit friend, mot worthy and humane 
part of mankind). “hey allo buy pro- 
perty fo far as they can be trufted—and 
having felected out fome character, bafe 
as themfelves, (as a pretended grand cre- 
ditor, to whom a fraudulent bill of fale 
had been purpofcly given) ‘and then they: 
are prepared to fettle with all their real 
credicors by going to goal! This cuf 
tomis beginning to be practifed by the 
once honeft and labouring part of man- 
kind ; who now think common labour 
too hard and te8ious a way ta live by. 
Many preteaded infolvents openly keep 
their real creditors -{pecific, and well 
known property ftill (after coming out 
of goal) thus {windled from them, under 
pretence of its being jeut to them by 
their pretended creditor and copartner 
in frand; while the real creditor in vain 
fecks redrefs againft the groffeft fraud, 
and blackeit perjury; until the fine and 
tender fe¢lings of humanity at length 
becomes ftecled againft the poor man’s 
wants, who, when fick and in diftrefs, 
muft with his wife and little ones ftarve, 
or go to the poar-houfe—[o that the in- 
folvent law, muit add to the numbers 
fent to that houfe, and prove an injury 
to ali honelt men whether rich or] poor— 
will flacken the hand of induftry, and 
become a powerful inlet to the moft e- 
normous crimes and baneful confeqiten- 
ces.

bona fide proprietors of the lands. He 
feared that the enquiry intended by the 


refolution might create great diffatisfac- fr, 


tion, while a »xoftponement for the pre- 
fent could do no poflible evil. 

Mr. Newton fid, if Mr. L. had made 
a correct ftatement of the condition in 
which the titles in that country realiy 
tood, and he had no reafon to doubt it, 
it would operate as the ftrongeft reafor 
on his mind to pafs the refolution :— 
Though it would be perceived that the 
agency to be given on the prefent occa- 
fion extended no farther than to the lead 
mines.» The gentlemen, Mr, L. had 
yclterday miltaken his friend’s, Dr. Mit 
chill; object, fappofing a general agency 
was intenced co be raifed—He had mif- 
taken him again to day, by thinking the 
agent was to'go into the territory of 
Louifiana to deride upon the titles, he 
might have sn oppoitunity of examining 
—this was not the cafe he was merely 
to enquire into the actual condition of 
the lead mines, the occupancy and title, 
for the information of congrcis. We 
are not going to fends board of cominil 
fioners, or a judiciary eltablith nent, for 
the purpofe of hearing and determining 
upon the claims fet up, but to procure 
tor ourfelves that information which will 
enable the government to deci-e, with- 
out their inttrumentality.
